TOLD TO FORM 


HIGHER IDEALS 


Rev. Dr. Kirk, Balti­ 
more, Delivers Bac­ 
calaureate Sun­ 
day Morning. 


NEW ADJUSTMENT 


To think of graduation as the 
time for beginning a life all to­ 
gether different and to form new 
ideals and better standards of liv­ 
ing so 
as 
to develop 
Christian 
lives wa. the message of the Rev. 
Dr. H arris E. Kirk, Baltimore, in 
the baccalaureate sermon deliver- 
ed to the graduating class of Get­ 
tysburg college in Christ Lutheran 
(hureh 
Sunday 
morning. 
The 
church auditorium was tilled to ca­ 
pacity. 
“Tho great problem facing the 
graduate,” raid the Rev. Dr. Kirk. 
“is the practical adjustment of the 
individual to the life around him 
and what he is going to think of 
the organised Christian church. It 
is important to know what young 
people think about the church and 
religion.” 
There is a general belief, which 
Doctor Kirk believes to be false, 
that the younger generation of to­ 
day looks on religion from the in­ 
tellectual 
viewpoint, 
thus 
elimi­ 
nating any personal feeling. “ How­ 
ever, that condition does not exist, 
i*aid 
the 
speaker, 
“becau; e 
our 
hearts are often full of doubts and 
fears that tan only be appeased 
through very 
dost* 
relationships 
with religion. Then too, !>ersonnlity 
is always struggling to bring pas- 
rion anti inspiration, the two things 
that Plato has claimed must work 
together for success, in ha* mony. 
Everybody is subject to the up and 
down pulls of living and only with 
their thought* focused on the good 
things of life will the struggle end 
in perfect harmony. 
< ar el ess ness 
iii surely cause many people to 
succumb to the downward pull.” 
Cite* Three Methods 
Doctor Kirk likened the human 
mind to a jungle with a small por­ 
tion in the eenter that was acces­ 
sible by the sunlight. 
"Gradually 
through the efforts 
of 
teachers, 
professors and instructors this lit­ 
tle bright spot in the mind was 
cleared of many of the* things that 
had obscured it.” he said. 
“ Now 
I hat its experience w ith teachers 
and professors is over it must clear 
itself, and this can be done in three 
ways. 
The first way is for the 
coward, who looking around finds 
that he likes the shelter already 
prepared for him and 
makes no 
further trials for improvement. 
“The next type is the individual 
who starts to clear his mind in 
the helter-skelter fashion, not stop­ 
ping to pay attention to warnings 
of the dangers that might beset 
him further on in the jungle. Con­ 
sequently, this man is lost to the 
world before much has 
been ac­ 
complished toward the betterment 
of his position. 
“ Finally, the last and most de­ 
sirable class includes those people 
who through moral and spiritual 
influence attack the depths of the 
surrounding jungle. 
They do not 
act rashly as the second type, but 
they accept the advice of those who 
have gone before and then attem pt 
to establish their own safe standard 
of living and true ideals. One may 
say with happiness that most of 
th.* graduates leaving th:* colleges 
of the United States today are of 
this class. 
Turns To Church 
“The young turn spoken of in 
the 73rd Psalm lived an ex tra ­ 
ordinarily interesting life. He w a s 
first aroused to action 
when 
he 
raw the false prosperity of his as­ 
sociates around him. 
Then he was 
ready to shout his grievances from 
the roof-tops, but was only 
re­ 
strained for fear of hurting the 
older generation of his time. Thus 
not permitted to do it openly, he 
took to praying with the idea of 
finding a solution by himself. 
“ But, as is the case of all true 
religion that begins in the soul, 
this young man was forced to turn 
to the church for further help in 
his problem after he had done as 
much as he could.
